Of late it is observed that there is a substained 
rise in the wages of the employees due to rise in 
the general price level in the Country . As a result 
the benefit of the various Labour Welfare Schemes 
and penal provisions for violation of the various 
Labour Enactments cannot be extended to the 
Labourers who are getting more than Rs. 1600 / 
per month . It is therefore, proposed to extend the 
existing limit of Rs. 1600 / - to Rs. 2500 / - so that 
major bulk of the existing labourers will be benefited : 
On account of this amendment, there will be definite 
rise in registration fees and penalty amount under 
the Act. As a result the State is expecting addi 
tional revenue to the tune of Rs. 1,00,000 / - per annum 
without any additional expenditure for enforcement 
of the provisions in respect of the proposed amend 
ment .

there was a resolution moved by one of the Members 
of the Legislative Assembly about providing well 
equipped office for the M.L.As. in their constituency 
and the Hon ble Minister for Law had assured the 
House that he would consider the entire issue of Sa 
lary , Allowances and re -structure it .

In view of Resolution moved by one of the M.L.As, 
for providing well equipped office for M.LA.s in the 
constituency , the Hon ble Minister for Law had 
informed the House that he would consider the 
entire issue of salary , allowances and re - structure it . 
Taking the above aspects into consideration , it is 
proposed to amend sections 3A and 7A of the Goa 
Salary , Allowances and Pension of Members of the 
Legislative Assembly Act, 1964 , thereby enhancing 
the consolidated allowance of Rs. 300 / - per inonth 
to Rs. 700 / - per month , telephone allowance of 
Rs. 500 / - per month to Rs. 800 / - per month . It is 
also proposed to effect payment to each Member of 
the Assembly , a constituency allowance to the tune 
of Rs. 1500 / - per month . 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of Goa 
in the Forty -sixth Year of the Republic of India as 
follows:

Section 3.A.A. Motor Car Advance. There shall be 
paid to a member, by way of repayable advance , such 
sum of money and subject to such conditions, as may be 
prescribed . 


The Gos Municipalities Act , 1968 which governs 
the constitution of a Municipal Council empowers 
the Council to co -opt Member of Legislative 
Assembly of the area as a Councillor . Thus, the 
co -option of Member of the Legislative Assembly 
is at the discretion of the Council and a Municipal 
Council may choose not to co -ort the sitting Member 
of the Legislative Assembly of the area . A sitting 
Member of the Legislative Assembly representing 
a Municipal area should invariably be

Municipal Council to ensure proper development of 
the area comprised within the Municipal Council. 


Section 7A . Telephone facilities . Where telephone fai 
Alities are available at the place declared by Member to 
be his head -quarters , he shall be entiled to have a telephone 
at his residence or at the place where he ordinarily con 
ducts his work relating to the Assembly subject to the 
condition that he shall meet the cost of the installation of 
such telephone in full and that, in regard to the recurring 
charges he shall be entitled to telephone allowance of 
Rs. 500 / - per month ,

BE it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the 
State of Goa in the Forty -sixth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: 


It has been observed that Members of the Legisla 
tive Assembly who are employed in Government aided 
educational institutions are facing certain hindrances 
in the discharge of their duties as representatives of 
the people vis -a -vis the grant of leave of absence to 
such Members by themanagements of such educatio 
nal institutions. 


1. Short title and commencement. ( 1 ) This Act 
may be called the Goa Members of the Legislative 
Assembly (Special Rights ) Act , 1995 . 


In order to obviate these hindrances , it is proposed 
to confer certain special rights on Members of the 
Legislative Assembly who are serving in Government 
aided educational institutions . 


( 2 ) It shall be deemed to have come into force with 
effect from the 1st day of April , 1995 . 


This Bill seeks to achieve the above object .
